One of the most urgent obligations 
wpon the new city council is to pursue the 
demand of Mayor Parsons that the provin- 
cial government rebate to cities and mu- 
nicipalities a share of locally-collected yas 
tax and car and truck licence revenue for 
use in building and maintaining local roads. 

The mayor, as he points out, brought 
this point before the province last spring 
but received no answer. 

There has been a recent increase, of 
course, of $150 per mile per year for 
through-city provincial highways. But this 
does not begin to do justice to Edmonton's 
demand. 

The mayor's position is briefly this; 

That at least 65 per cent of the cost of 
roadways should be borne by the cars and 
trucks that use them and the other 35 per 
cent by the transit system and abutting 
property. 

That no additional tax should be im- 
posed upon cars and trucks, but that a fair 
share of the tax already paid by them to 
the province should be handed over to the 
city for road purposes. 


This demand appears to be eminently 
reasonable and the mayor estimates that a 
total of approximately $325,000 per year 
should come to Edmonton from one quarter 
of the gas tax and automotive licence 
revenue collected here. 

The request takes on a new significance 
in that it has sparked a similar protest 
from Calgary where The Albertan is urg- 
ing the city government to take action 
comparable to that contemplated by Ed- 
monton, 

The Albertan calls the attitude of the 
government “hoggish” and declares that 

-although the province looks after only a 

small part of the total road mileage, it 
hangs on to almost a hundred per cent of 
road revenue. 

The Albertan urges that Calgary back 
Mayor Parsons in his appeal to the pro- 
vince, 

It would be nice to have a uniform 
demand from every city in the province. 

But whether the others come in or not, 
the Edmonton council should not let Mayor 
Parsons’ protest go without the most force- 
ful and united reiteration of the appeal 
that something be done. 


Christmas Not a Selling Event 


We must vehemently disagree with the 
proposal of the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce that the city’s Christmas 
decorations should go up on the first of 
December and remain up throughout the 
entire month. 

Being a commercia] and business or- 
ganization, the Chamber naturally, we 
suppose, regards Christmas as primarily 
an occasion for retail selling. 


That idea will meet violent opposition 


from many, including The Edmonton 
Bulletin. 


Certainly a good volume of Christmas 
selling confers an economic benefit on the 
community and is in no degree anti- 
pathetic to the spirit of Christmas. 

Christmas is the celebration of the birth 
of Christ who was the gift of God. Giving 
is part of the Christmas spirit. 


But it is not all the Christmas spirit. 

And it seems entirely wrong to string 
up the lights which are primarily intended 
to herald the birth of the Saviour of men 
in order to stimulate a little louder clang- 
ing of the cash registers. 

More and more each year, the edge is 
taken off the joy of Christmas by the 
premature employment of Christmas 
usages. 

Trees and lights and all the symbols of 
the sacred festival] are displayed days and 
weeks before the event. Christmas hymns 
and carols fill the air so early that by 
the time the day arrives they have lost 
their charm. 

We cannot do much about the hymns 
and carols. But the city can prevent the 
early use of Christmas lights which make 
the day commonplace before it dawns. 


UN Moves to Ensure World Peace 


The entrance of Chinese Communist 
forces into the Korean struggle places an 
entirely new significance upon affairs in 
the Far East and emphasizes two vital 


facts; 

1. That world Communism does not 
propose to abandon its bedevilment of the 
democratic world merely: because the 
North Koreans, aided and guided by Rus- 
sia, got themselves badly beaten. 

2. That the United Nations organiza- 
tion has immeasurably strengthened itself 
by giving authority to the General Assem- 
bly to raise troops to resist aggression 
without subjecting such a move to veto 
rights in the Security Council. 

It will be recalled that the Security 
Council was able to take action against 
the aggression in Korea only because of 
Russian folly in walking out of the Coun- 


cil. Being absent while the authority was 
given to move against the Reds in Korea, 
the Russians could not exercise their right 
of veto. 

They will not make that mistake again. 

Thus, any attempt on the part of the 
Security Council to take action in Indo- 
China or elsewhere under the former rules 
would be promptly blocked by the Com- 
munist group. 

The entrance into the struggle by the 
Chinese Reds is an obvious attempt to 
lure the so-called UN forces into new 
sectors where the writ of the UN does 
not run. . 

It is an attempt to jockey the forces 
of democracy into an illegal position. 

Russia, clearly, has not abandoned its 
program of harrying and tormenting de- 
mocracy on every possible front. The new 
UN move weakens Russia's hand. 


Simple, Clear and Understandable 


The United States government is said 
to have published and circulated in enor- 
mous quantities a small booklet which tells 
the public just what to do in case of atomic 
attack. 

The booklet is said to be essentially 
simple, clear and thoroughly understand- 
able by everybody. 

While slavish imitation of the United 
States is something for which this news- 
paper emphatically does not stand, it 
seems to us that this is one idea the Cana-

dian government could profitably appropri- 
ate. 

A manual of this kind placed in the 
hands of every Canadian, explained 
thoroughly in the schools, discussed by 
every organization and worked out in con- 
tinuous public practice could save literally 
millions of lives should war occur. 

Defence against atomic bombs should 
not be circulated at second and third hand 
by word of mouth. It should be outlined 
simply to everybody until it becomes an 
automatic part of daily life.
